The advent of an independent literary effort at McGill to 
take the place of the late Literary Supplement is indeed gratity- 
inc The Pailv can only regard the new venture as its own oit- 
iririue which has been disowned owing to an inability on the 
™n of the Council to support it. The child, although young, 
left to the cruel mercies of the world, must depend upon that 
world if it is to exist. The problem that now confronts those 
who have shown an interest in the. vehicle for literary expres- 
sion is that of raisin? the required sum to make possible this 
existence. 

We cannot but commend the enterprise of those who have 
been waging the war for a literary paper at McGill. Much has 
been said bv both parties. The Students' Council has taken a 
very firm stand. On their side the editors, too, have adopted a 
most definite attitude. To crown the controversy an effort at 
-compromise has fallen through inasmuch as neither side will 
yield after a certain stage in the argument is reached. The only 
alternative, thus, is being taken by the men who have fought for 
a medium of literary endeavour. They have asserted their in- 
dependence and are determined to establish a magazine at Mc- 
Gill. 

Perhaps we are now to see the realization of Dr. Stepnen 
Leacock's recent plea concerning the need of a vehicle for lit- 
erarv expression her?. It was not the first time that he spoke 

- m this regard. In his annual message in "Old McGill 1925" he 
maSe some ver}- emphatic statements about journals of a liter- 
■htv type when 'he discussed things lacking at McGill. He said 

In* pan " there used to be in every university a college 

journal of the literary type- It appeared irregularly. It con- 
tained no news. It was always in debt. Alternately it failed 
and was revived. Nothing that was written in it ever reached 
the world, or deserved to. But it contained within itself one of 
the noblest element of college life. In the service of such a jour- 

„ nal Robert Louis Stevenson learned to write, and Theodore 

I Roosevelt turned his mind to vigor." 

The Students* Council of McGill has not seen its way clear 
to continue the Literary Supplement, which achieved such suc- 
cess last year. A group of students have decided to carry on 
j>v themselves. They are bound to encounter difficulties. The 
path which lies before them is a most rocky one. But those who 
are setting themselves to this task are students who have shown 
splendid determination. They have realized that McGill is to 
he without a journal unless an active step is taken somewhere, 
and they have decided to take the step, stating that they will 
abide by the consequences. 

Wall the efforts of this group be crowned with success? We 
hope so. Who knows but this independent sheet is a change for 
the 'better, and that the journal will flourish as a distinct un- 
dergraduate venture in years to come?
